OrreNpers—A THoRovun S1FTiNg.—Goorge S,
Roberts, alias Johnson. and John Mason, who
were arrested in New York on Monday [ast by
Detectives George H. Smith, Taggart, and
Lamon, of this city, and Captain Jordan, of New
York, had & final hearing at the Central Station
yesterday afternoon, upon the charge of having
been implicated in the Hess, Rogers & Cham-
bers, Henry M. Day, George B. Atkinson, and
A. B. Baliard robberies, which occarred during
the momnths of Murch and April last. James
Boys nlso had a hearing, charged with being an
accessory to the robbery of Hess, Rogers &
Chambers’ store, The burglarious implements
captured by the detectives trom defeadants are
said to be the most complete yet made in any
conntry, being English manufacture. An ar.
rangement for opening fire-proof safes without
the ald of gunpowder 15 certainly an ingenions
pilece of mechanism; 1t is the tirst, and belieyved
to be the only one ever brought to this country,
False keye, jimmies of the most approved
kind, drills, nugers, screws, and dark lanterns
were also caplured among the implements,
Jwoberte and Muason ure considered the most
expert English burgiars that ever crossed the
Atlantic. The former is siid to be a ticket-of-
leave man, having been banlshed to Van Die-
man’s Land, from which he made his escape to
this country, The lollowing lestimuny wase
clicited : —

Williazu S, Hess swormm—I am one of the firm
of Hess, Rogers & Ch mbers, No. 411 Market
street; our store was entered on the might of
March 7, 1806, by bormg through the back
window; the vault door was opened by the
menng of false keys, and $1500 in bank notes,
$114 in gold coin, a gold watch, several deads,
and about [$600 worth of merchandise were
taken; the books of the firm were mutilated,
the pages contaning the secounts for eighteen
months back from that time were cut ont and
destroyed, (Watch shown.) That is the one
taken from the vault; it was left with me to be
repaired by the owner, Epbraim Maoning, of
Gold Hill, N. C.; I know Boy¥; he has been at
our store a score of times; he visited the book-
keeper, Willlam R. Mitch2ll, who was arrested
some time ago for burglary and embezzlement,

Cross-examined—Saw Boys ut our store a lew
days alter [Mitchell was arrested; he asked me
about the mutilation o the books of the tirm:
I asked him where Mitchell wnsj he replied that
he did not know then.

G. B, Atkinson sworn—I am engaged in the
shirt business wt No, 101 Appletree alley; am
one of the firm ot L. Atkinson & Co.; our place
was eutered through the front door lust winter;
about $4000 worth of muslin shirts and linens
were stolen, also a pair of pantaloons and vest
(¢hirt, pants, and vest shown); they belong
1o me,

Henry M, Day sworn—I am ongaged in the
Juce business in vhe third story of No. 3256 Ches-
nut street; my place was entered some months
ginco; the lower door was opened by false keys,
and the door leading to my room was torced
open with a jlmmy; lnce goods and vells to the
value ot $2700 or $2800 were carried oif. (Bome
of the goods recovered weré shown and ident-
fied.) Witness continued—I have received
$1766 worth of the swolen goods which were re-
covered; have seen Roberte before; he and a
Isdy came into my gtore i tew weeks before the
robbery, and asked if 1 kept Honlton lace veils;
I told her no, that | kept the Nottingham
goods; she then ingquired about other tine
grades ol goods, sod having received a descrip
tion of the kinds wnd qualities I had for sale,
they left,

A, B. Ballard sworn—]1 um a shoe dealer, at
No. 87 N. Eighth street; my place was en-
tered through the {ront door, about four
months ago, and robbed of $700 worth of shoes.
Two jpaire of the stolen property which were
recovered by the detectives were identified by
1he witness,

Detective George H. Smith, sworn—Oflicer
Taggart and mysell recovered the shoes and lace
belonging to Messrs, Ballard & Day, at a house
on ']ﬁ:lrty-wnond street, between First and
second avenue, New York. Captain Jordan, of
the New York detective force, Taggart, and I,
urrested Mason and Roberts at No, 208 E. Tenth
street, New York, on last Monduﬂ alternoon; a
carpet-bag containing ‘mmies, dark lantern,
brace, bit, and soger, false keys, and other bur-
glarious tools were found in Mason's room ; Muaszon
was in the house at the time: Roberts was taken
into custody with the other tools, a lot of new
jimmies, eic., on Lis ghoulder, just us he was
coming in the front door; the large iron wrench
wis tound under the bed in Mason's room; the
goods etolen from Mr, Atkinson's store were re-
covered at the Huarnden's Express, Company's
oflice, in New York.

John Haslam sworn—I live in New York;
know the detendants; know Roberts by the
name of Johnson; saw James Boys on Friday
1uet, in his office, B, Third street; know ol the
Hess, Bogers & Chambers robbery; I got from
Boys the impression ot tne keys in wax before
the robbery took place; he told me, when he

shoes broought to my house by unother man,
pamed Bill; the sharts were brought by de-
jendants, Mason aud Johnson; the lnces which
\;out found in my house were also brongnt by
them.

Cross-evamined—it was Hess, Rogers &
Chambers' store, No, 411 Market street, that
Boys spoke about robbing; he said that he knew
where there was $51,000 in geld and bonds (this
was before the robbery), and asked me if | knew

any one who could get it; 1 told him that I did;
I gave the impression of the key, handed to me
by Boys, to Mason on the same day 1t was placed
in my possession; IL was made of wax (lmpres-

NATIONAL GUARDE' HALL,—At the meeting of
the Central Johnson-Clymer Club Inst night,
there was o lurge attendance, owing o the an-
nouncement that Hon, Alexander H. Stephens
would address the meeting.

A radical party
agsert Lthat there isno forgiveness tor teaitors,
Christ did not 1each that doetrme from the
Cross.  The reasonable men of the country muost
now take this mutter in hand, and show to the
country that the North is ready to forgive,
The speaker was no apologist for tfw men of the
South. He had denounced the Rebelllon and
the peaple who were engaged in it. But the
war I8 over, snd with 1t all the issues then
raiged, (Cheers,) We never enn bhave an en-

Judge Moses, of South Carolina, was the next
speaker.
